SELECTMEN'S  LETTER 


The  cooperation  of  the  townspeople  has  resulted  in  a  good  year  in 
the  operation  of  Town  affairs  in  Groton.  Your  three  inexperienced 
Selectmen  appreciate  your  help  and  are  pleased  that  the  Monday 
evening  meetings  have  been  orderly  and  peaceable.  We  hope  that  all 
concerned  feel  that  they  have  been  heard  and  treated  fairly. 

The  increase  in  the  tax  rate  is  distressing.  The  eighteen  cent  or 
twenty-one  plus  percent  rise  is  due  largely  to  a  loss  of  about  $400,000 
in  assessment  due  to  Land  Use.  We  hope  that  the  increase  can  be  held 
down  next  year,  but  it  must  be  recognized  that  the  Newfound 
District's  withdrawal  from  the  Supervisory  Union  will  most  likely 
result  in  an  increase  in  the  school  tax. 

The  tax  map,  with  revisions,  and  certain  assessments  has  been 
a  problem  this  year,  resulting  in  more  expense  than  anticipated. 
However,  most  of  the  difficulties  in  procedures  seem  to  have  been 
ironed  out  so  that  things  should  go  more  smoothly  in  the  future,  with 
much  less  cost.  Still,  it  will  be  a  number  of  years  before  all  of  the 
inaccuracies  in  the  maps  can  be  found  and  corrected.  Meanwhile  it 
will  be  helpful  if  all  who  have  real  evidence,  such  as  surveys,  papers, 
or  knowledge  of  markers,  related  to  errors,  will  bring  it  to  the 
Selectmen  so  that  we  can  transmit  it  to  the  Eastern  Appraisals. 

We  hope  that  those  who  have  seen  the  renovated  Selectmen's  office 
like  it.  Not  only  are  the  rooms  more  attractive,  but  they  are  certainly 
less  drafty  and  more  comfortable. 

Since  no  bids  were  received  for  the  purchase  of  the  Clifton  Hutchins 
house  near  the  town  garage,  the  building  was  converted  for  storage  of 
the  forest  fire  fighting  and  Road  Agent's  equipment  and  supplies.  It  is 
planned  to  complete  this  work  out  of  1978  appropriations. 

The  annual  patching  up  of  inadequately-built  town  roads  has 
continued,  but  it  appears  to  be,  for  the  long  run,  an  uneconomical  and 
rather  useless  procedure.  Therefore,  the  Selectmen  hope  that  the 
Town  will  decide  to  undertake  the  rebuilding  of  a  section  of  road  at  a 
time,  so  that  annual  maintenance  costs  can  be  decreased. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Town  officers,   election  officials,   Road 
Agent.police  officers,  and  work  crews  for  their  fine  work  during  the  year. 


Again  we  express  our  thanks  to  all  townspeople  for  their  help  and 
cooperation.  We  look  forward  with  faith  to  continued  progress  in  the 
operation  of  the  Town  of  Groton.

STREETS 

Definitions 

A.  Street  -  Includes  street,  avenue,  boulevard,  road,  alley, 
highway,  and  other  way,  exlusive  of  driveways  serving  not  more  than 
two  adjacent  lots. 

B.  Right-of-Way  -  The  total  width  of  street  that  will  ac- 
commodate the  construction,  adequate  drainage,  and  proper  main- 
tenance of  a  roadway. 


Street  Requirements 

1.  Approval  of  general  development  Street  Plan  should  be 
required  before  allowing  construction  of  small  integral  phases  of  the 
plan. 

2.  Streets  shall  be  logically  related  to  the  topography  so  as  to 
produce  suitable  lots  and  reasonable  grades. 

3.  All  streets  named  without  duplication  nor  bear  phonetic 
resemblance  to  the  names  of  existing  streets  within  the  town. 

4.  Grades-  maximum  grade  of  10%. 

5.  Subgrade  Preparation-all  loam  and  other  yielding  material 
shall  be  removed  from  the  roadway  and  replaced  with  suitable  fill 
material.  All  boulders  and  ledge  shall  be  removed  to  a  uniform  cross 
sectional  depth  of  not  less  than  12  inches  below  the  subgrade  and 
replaced  with  gravel. 

6.  Right-of-Way  -  Shall  not  be  less  than  50  ft.  in  width  and 
may  be  required  to  be  more  if  warranted  in  the  opinion  of  Planning 
Board. 

7.  Drainage  -  Surface  water  shall  be  disposed  of  by  means  of 
culverts  of  sufficient  capacity  at  water  courses  as  determined  by 
standard  hydraulic  design  methods  and  by  construction  of  the 
longitudinal  -  storm  drainage  system  whenever  required  to  relieve 
water  in  the  ditch  sections.  Construction  in  accordance  with  N.H. 
Standard  Spec.  1969  Sects.  603  and  604. 

8.  Gravel  Base  -  All  streets  shall  be  constructed  with  a 
minimum  of  12  inches  of  gravel  per  N.H.  Standard  Spec.  1969  Sect. 
304. 

9.  Asphalt  Surface  -  The  asphalt  surface  may  be  Bituminous 
Surface  Treatment,  Spec.  Sec.  410,  or  Hot  Bituminous  Pavement, 
Sect.  403,  as  required  by  Planning  Board.  The  minimum  width  shall  be 
20  feet. 

10.  Gravel  Surface  -  In  unusual  cases  of  low  traffic  volumes 
where  the  Planning  Board  feels  an  asphalt  surface  is  not  required  the 
total  usable  roadway  width  shall  be  a  minimum  of  28  ft.  so  that  the 
ultimate  design  may  be  a  20  ft.  asphalt  surface  with  4  ft.  gravel 
shoulders. 
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11.  Gravel  Shoulders  -  A  4  ft.  gravel  shoulder,  equal  to  the 
base  course  depth  shall  be  constructed  adjacent  to  20  ft.  ashphalt 
surfaces. 

12.  Dead  End  Street  -  Shall  not  be  more  than  1000  ft.  in 
length  with  a  designed  turning  area  at  the  closed  end.  This  turning 
area  may  be  of  circular  shape  with  a  minimum  radius  of  50  ft.  from  the 
center  to  the  outside  edge  of  the  right-of-way. 

13.  Bridges  -  On  stream  crossings  of  10  ft.  or  more  span,  the 
structure  shall  be  designed  to  H  15  -  S  20  loading  (AASHo  Spec).  The 
minimum  roadway  width  shall  be  24  ft. 

14.  Construction  Supervision  -  Construction  of  the  street, 
drainage  facilities,  sidewalks,  curbs,  and  all  other  elements  of  the 
street  must  be  done  under  supervision  of  and  with  the  approval  of  the 
Planning  Board  or  their  designate. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell 
the  Groton  Civic  Center  Building,  formerly  known  as  the  Groton 
School  House. 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $9,000  to  purchase  and  improve  the  two  Marcus'  lots  adjacent  to  the 
present  beach  at  Spectacle  Pond  in  order  to  provide  more  parking  and 
pond  access  space. 

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  eliminate  the  office  of 
Secretary  to  the  Selectmen  (submitted  by  petition). 

19.  To  Transact  any  other  business  which  may  legally  come 
before  this  meeting.

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REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FIRE  CHIEF  AND 
TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 


Forest  fire  control  in  New  Hampshire  is  a  joint  state  and  town 
responsibility  (RSA  224). 

The  Director,  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  (State  Forester)  ap- 
points a  forest  fire  warden  and  several  deputy  fire  wardens  in  each 
town  upon  the  recommendation  of  local  authorities. 

The  local  forest  fire  warden  is  responsible  for  forest  fire  prevention 
and  fire  suppression  activities  in  his  town.  He  regulates  the  kindling 
of  outside  fires  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  by  the 
issuance  of  written  permits  only  when  conditions  are  safe.  He  is 
responsible  for  suppression  with  the  town  and  state  sharing  the 
cost.  Suppression  costs  in  excess  of  1/4  of  1%  of  the  assessed 
valuation  of  the  town  are  assumed  by  the  state. 


The  state  provides  training  for  the  local  fire  organization  and  helps 
coordinate  activities  between  towns.  The  state  also  supports  local 
forces  with  backup  personnel,  equipment,  and  supplies  for  sup- 
pression and  prevention. 

This  combination  of  state  and  town  cooperation,  started  in  1893, 
works  well  for  New  Hampshire  has  enjoyed  one  of  the  smallest 
acreage  losses  due  to  forest  fires  in  the  United  States  for  the  past  25 
years.
